most people at this charming hour. 

Before proceeding further 1 will, to the best of my ability, de¬ 
scribe the geological structure of the country through which we 
traveled, for the benefit of those of your readers who have not 
had the opportunity of observing for themselves, endeavoring at 
the same time not to occupy too much valuable space In your 
columns. 

This, like the greater part of Northern New York, Is a lime¬ 
stone country; both primary and secondary rocks occur; so many 
valuable metallc veins and deposits, and crystal Ine minerals are 
found here, that the region has been called the “Paradise of ge¬ 
ologists and mineralogists.” 

The soil, which Is excellent and well timbered, Is probably due 
to the deposition of drift, as the rock Is of such hardness and 
permanence that the destructive agencies causing the disintegra¬ 
tion of so many other rocks and covering them with soli, can have 
had little Influence here. Underlying the town of Watertown Is 
the Trenton limestone, which affords an excellent and durable 
building material, and is manufactured Into lime; this formation 
is rich In fossils. On the opposite side of the river, In Pamella, Is 
found the bird’s-eye limestone (so called from the whitish erys- 
tallne points distributed through It), which forms the surface 
rock over many adjacent towns; the masses of flint found in this 
rock contain shells, coral, and traces of other organic bodies. 

The river Is very rapid and navigable only a short distance 
from its mouth, but may, with difficulty be ascended two or three 
miles; Its bed Is very rocky along the whole distance, and espe¬ 
cially so at the Black River Falls, where the huge rocks have 
been rent asunder by some Internal convulsion, leaving a bed for 
the dark, coffee-colored, angry looking waters, which rush and 
roar with frightful velocity Into the seething whirlpool beneath. 

Standing here on the suspension bridge, looking Intently at the 
awful scene, I once experienced the terrible reality of “altitude 
fascination.” I cannot describe the sensation. I only know 
that I felt Impelled to fly Into the profound depths, but I had the 
power to turn my eyes from the foaming, whirling waters, and 
walk away from the eochanttng'spot.

an opportunity, and dismounting fired at a splendid animal near 
the foot of the hill and about eighty yards off. At the report 
my deer threw up hla flag and went off, as did the herd. While 
looking at them through disgust I noticed one acting In a strange 
manner, and In a moment a huge buck came tumbling down the 
steep side of the hill. I loet no time In securing him. He was 
shot through the head, though hlJ position on the hill was at 
leaat thirty feet above the one I aimed at. Thus I bagged my 
first deer." 

I have quoted Col. Dodge’s account of his first deer because It 
reminds me of an experience somewhat similar. Once upon a 
time I took deliberate and careful aim, as I thought at the time, 
at the broadside of a large doe which was In plain view and less 
than ninety yards off. I fired, and had the pleasure of seeing 
her drop. On going up to her I was not a little surprlaed to find 
the bullet bole within an tnch of her ear. 

“Why, whose deer's thatT" said I to myaelf on observing that It 
had been shot about the ear. 

"It’s not my deer. 1 never Bhot at a deer’s ear In my life.” 

“Somebody’s traded deer with me." 

And thus, for a minute I was as much confused as Rip Van 
Winkle must have been when, on taking up his gun, at the con¬ 
clusion of his little twenty-year nap, It fell to pieces, and be ex¬ 
claimed: “Somebody’s traded guns mlt met" 

Dr.-, a member of our club, ODce shot at the broadside of 

a deer, 100 yards distant, and dropped him In his tracks. On ap¬ 
proaching his prize he saw a curved sapling which had been re¬ 
cently struck by a bullet od the under side of the curve, and 
about alx feet above ground—by his own bullet, as he soon be¬ 
came convinced, which, glancing downward, struck on top of tbe 
deer's back, and passing obliquely downward, it came out Dear 
the lower part of the chest. 

Brevity, our Indian guide, of whom I made mention In my 
Reminiscences of the Lake Superior Country, Bhot at a deer 
when It was on the full run, 125 yards off, and the ball, after 
passing through an Iron-wood (Yankee hard-hack), one and a half 
Inches In diameter, sped on twenty-five yards farther, and lodged 
In the deer’s heart. 

Of the thousands of lucky shots that throng my memory, lest 
I may weary the reader, I will relate but one more. The reader 
can take It at lta worth.

I knew that my rifle 
would not ‘carry up' half this distance, yet, from some Inexplica¬ 
ble cause, I felt moved to shoot at It. I did so.

A knowledge of woodcraft Is an important aid to the hunts¬ 
man ; but luck, or chance, also, has much to do with success. 

My Dext trophy—a three-prong buck—was taken In this Wise: 

I had hunted all the forenoon, put In my beBt licks, but had seen 
nothing. 

In vain I stole through brake and swale; 

No sight I caught of flaunting lull. 

Nor sound I heard of buck or doe. 

Pursuit had lost Its wiry edge. Hope blushed at promises un¬ 
fulfilled. Weariness had fettered every limb, and hunger whet 
his sword. Under such circumstances the natural state of man 
is war—“on wlttals." I therefore kindled a fire, broiled a half- 
jerked venison steak, and sat me down to lunch. 

’Twas a chill, sombrous day, and the genial warmth of my 
little camp fire, together with a pipe of soothing kinnlcklnnlck, 
had a somnolent effect; and I drifted Into a state of negative 
happiness. After a time my reverie was broken by a passing 
deer whose incautious hoof touched and sprung the scaly bark 
of a fallen blekory. He was crossing In my rear, at the moder¬ 
ate distance of sixty-five yards. The wind was In my favor. 
Without rising from the mossy chunk which served as my easy 
chair, I faced about, cocking each barrel as I did so, and pro¬ 
nounced, In a modulated voice, the magical ayllable—msh I He 
halted, unfortunately, behind a stool of splc“-bruBh, and there, 
Half concealed, half revealed. 

He stopped to recouuoitrel 

Do more I durst not. So, trusting to luck, dry powder, a half¬ 
ounce rlfie ball and a dozen buck-shots, I launched at him, 
simultaneously, the contents of both barrels. 

At tbe thunderous report one of us went down—was laid with 
his back In the smouldering embers of a camp fire. Devoid all 
ambiguity, I may say it was the party of the first part who went 
down; that Is to say, tbe party at the butt. At the end of 175 
yards the party of the second part made his last leap. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Dodge, In hts book on “Tbe Plains of the 
Great West,” lays down the following rules: 

1. Always hunt against or across the wind. If the wind will 
permit, It Is preferable to hunt across small ravines, or rolling 
ground. 

3. Approach the top of each elevation as slowly and cautiously 
as If you knew that game was just beyond, keeping your body 
well concealed; and be sure, before exposing yourself on the top, 
that you have carefully scanned every portion of ground In view. 

Recollect that to kill game you must see It before It sees you. 

4. If game la seen, reconnoitre all the ground and decide how 
you can best approach, keeping always out of sight, and con¬ 
stantly having the wind in your favor. 

5. When within shot, do not Bhow yourself until perfectly cool. 

6. Never fire when panting or blown with exertion, unless It Is 
a desperate case. 

7. Play all the advantages, and always take a rest for your 
rifle when you can get it. (I protest against the “rest.") 

8. If a long shot, be aure not to overestimate. A shot too 
high Is utterly wasted. No odc ever heard of an animal being 
killed by an overshot. I myself have killed numbers by the 
ricochet, the aim having been too low. 

0. When the game la down approach cautiously, and not until 
loaded. 

10. If game should become alarmed and run off, do not try to 
follow It, unleBs you should be Iu a wild country where It la very 
tame from not having been hunted. Continueyour huntln some 
other direction than that taken by It, as the running game will 
alarm all other animals near which It passes, or at least, put them 
ou the alert. 

The same author says: “WhenI first went to Texas, soon after 
entering the service, I had never killed a deer. My first post was 
at Fort Lincoln, In the vicinity of which deer were almost as 
abundant as rabbits In a North Carolina "old field." In spite of 
their numbers and Indefatigable hunting 1 could not bag a deer, 
though I fired at them ten or fifteen times a week. When this 
had continued for a month I in despair laid away my rifle and 
took to my shot-gun to go after turkeys and quails Some time 
after I was sent on a scout in the Gaudaloupe Mountains. Black 
bears were very plentiful, and I bagged many. One day, taking 
a carbine from one of the men, I went Into a canon, looking for 
bruin. When about three miles from camp a herd of at least 
fifty deer sprung up from the bottom of tbe valley and ran a 
little way op the aide of tbe opposite hill. I could not resist such 


English and American Breech-Loaders.

Editor Chicago Fjkld:—A s the discussion relative to cheap 
breech-loaders has awakened considerable interest, perhaps a 
consideration of tbe subject In connection with some other points 
may be of Interest. Doubtless, many of your readers will re¬ 
member the “war of the breech-loaders," which was waged In 
the columns of tbe Turf, Field and Farm In 1870, '71 and ’72. 
Each writer endeavored to prove what he believed, that bis own 
gun was the best In the world, and lta maker the only man who 
could make a gun worth having. The paper war finally brought 
about tbe Turf gun trial In 1878. The trial was not much of an 
affair as far as practical results were concerned. The conditions 
In many reapecte were visionary and Impractical. There were 
so many points for “merit of action,” “quality of material,” etc., 
etc., that guns which were as practically safe, and far better 
shooting guns than others which coBt three or four times us much, 
stood no chance; the letter’s theoretical merit of action, etc., 
over-balancing the real merit of tbe first named. An acrimoni¬ 
ous discussion, which the Turf wsb finally compelled to close Its 
columns to, followed the trial. But with all ItB deficiencies, the 
Turf pm trial was an epoch In gunnery. First, because It re¬ 
vealed to the English gun trade (with one or two exceptions) the 
then compartlvely unknown method of choke boring. And sec¬ 
ond, because It led to a complete revolution In the gun trade, In 
the matter of supply and prices. 

The Scott gune, which were adjudged the winners of the trial 
were, Indisputably, rebored In this country a short time before the 
trial; therefore, the Messrs. Scott were Ignorant of the choke 
bore up to that time. 

Mr. Greener knew nothing about the choke-bore. A glance at 
the performance of his guns at the trial will prove It. I have 
been Informed by a gentleman of Boston, who was present, that 
Mr. Greener's agent was much exercised when he discovered 
that It was by some new method of boring that hts guns were so 
badly beaten. 

The E. C. Green guns which,were shot at the trial, were owned 
by private Individuals In Illluols, and bad been In use for some 
time. Their shooting proves that they were choke-bored; hence 
Green must have been aware of the Improvement long before 
that time, but he had kept his own counsel and had pleased every 
one who possessed one of his guns. The Improvement was known 
too, and practiced by the Parkers, and Is the secret of the good 
shooting qualities of the Parker guns When they first came out,and 
Indeed, for a long time afterwards, their shooting beat everything 
else all to pieces. I suspect the Parkers kept out of the gun trial 
because they thought they possessed a valuable secret, which 
would become known if they entered. Had they known that 
others knew the secret, and that the Scott guns were prepared In 
this country on the Improved American plan, they would, per¬ 
haps, have disputed the palm with them. As It was, the contest 
was between tbe Scott and Green guns, with all the others prac¬ 
tically out of the race. Of course, the extraordinary shooting of 
these guns must have been due to some Improvement In boring, 
and all tbe balance of the trade who did not possess the secret 
at once set to work to find out how It was done. Next year Mr, 
Greener came out with bis flaming advertisement »od facsimile 
targets of hts wonderful “double-close” Bhootlng guns. He 
claimed to have Invented the boring. Meanwhile, Mr. Dougall 
had been at work. He addressed a confidential circular to bis 
patrons, Informing them of the wonderful discovery he had made, 
but said that It was au. Improvement of a crude American Idea. 
The Messrs. Scott had also been quietly going ahead applying the 
Improvement to all tbelr new guns; and I suppose, reborlng 
their stock guns on tbe Improved principle. They, with Mr. 
Dougall, naturally disputed Mr. Greener’s claim. A dis¬ 
cussion arose In tbe English papers and finally cul¬ 

minated In the grand trial conducted by the London 
Field In 1875. Every English maker had found out 

the secret of the new boring, and It would be aqiuslng, 

It were not a contemptible trick in many of them, to read tbelr 
advertisements and see wltb wbat complacency they speak of 
"Our Improved principle In boring.” All this agitation was use 
ful, because Its tendency was towards a much needed Increase In 
the supply of guns which could be reached by tbe large majority 
of American sportsmen. It also created a healthy competition 


among the gun makers, each doing his utmost to excel In the 
quality of his work as compared with tbe price. 

Up to the time of the Turf gun trial, the number of medium- 
priced and cheap English breech-loaders In the bauds of Ameri¬ 
cans was very small. In fact, the breech-loader was only begin¬ 
ning to make headway, and was mostly in use by the more con¬ 
servative or intelligent class. Many persons possessed fine 
breech-loaders because of tbelr novelty, and not because of any 
knows or suppoaed merit. The great moss, wltb rock-ribbed 
prejudice, insisted, as some do at the present day, that the breech¬ 
loader was a nice toy gun, but for real hard work and strong 
shooting, would not compare with the old muzzle-loader. Many 
ridiculous pleas were advanced to support their views, but the 
Turf trial, and events growing out of It, demonstrated plainly 
the superiority of the breech-loader, and prejudice had to give 
way. This was another step In the revolution. 

The field editor of the Turf, Field and Farm, Col. F. G. Skin¬ 
ner, had Insisted from the commencement of the gun controversy 
that the pockets of most American sportsmen could not afford 
the high prices then In vogue; that what waa most needed was a 
sound, weU-made, good shooting breech-loader, to cost not more 
than $100, and that the gun maker who first supplied this need 
would make a ten-strike. Mr. George Hoyden, of Jacksonville, 

Ill., one of the first sportsmen and gentlemen In the United 
States, whom I am proud to call my friend, had also urged this 
view. 

The splendid performance of the Green guns at the trial at¬ 
tested the truth of Mr. Hoyden’s observation, that a sound and 
well made gun could be produced for $100. That it would shoot 
as well and answer every practical purpose of a much higher- 
priced one. When the gun trade fully realized the fact, then be¬ 
gan the struggle that all trades and Industries make for patron¬ 
age. Three or four American manufactories that had been lan¬ 
guishing, received an impetus, and have grown to first-class es¬ 
tablishments. A dozen foreign makers, principally English, 
placed Id the American market good sound guns for os low as 
fifty, forty-five, and even forty dollars, and the revolution was 
complete. 

It must be admitted that the prices given above are bottom 
ones, and with all deference to gentlemen who sneer at such 
guns as trash and rubbish, I iffuat Insist that any of them bearing 
the names of E. C. Green, W. & C. Scott & Son, W. W. Greener, 

P. Webley & Son, and other English makers of repute, are as 
safe, practically, as the finest gun. They will not look as fine aa 
higher grades, their quality being sb flve-cent calico to fine silk, 
or fustian to broadcloth. They may not retain their shooting 
qualities, nor last as long as the better finished, but for all that, 
they will answer the purpose of the men whose use they are in¬ 
tended for. TblB class 1 b a very numerous one, and they cannot 
afford a higher price for a finer gun. My own preference la for 
as fine a gun as I can afford to buy, but I think from $200 to 
$250 the outside price that ought to be paid for a shot gun. 
These are extremely moderate figures when compared with the 
extravagant charges of the London makers, but I have no fault to 
find with those whose means will permit them to Indulge In such 
luxury. That class, however, should not criticize harshly 
thoBe who can barely afford the fifty-dollur guu. Many a man 
wears fustian who would gladly wear broadcloth if he could. 

It Is urged by some that these cheap guns are unsafe, but I 
have not heard of an accident from using them. ‘ I think the 
question of safety may all be left with the gunmakers. One 
sportsman, whose large experience entitles his utterauce to 
authority, says: "They (the gunmakers) are nearly everywhere 
a very painstaking, trustworthy class of men. There Is no handi¬ 
craft In which more care Is displayed or more ambition felt to 
excel, * * * and I must say this for the gunmakers, even In very 
cheap guns, not one accident In a hundred Is owing to defects In 
the barrels of guns. Of the few which burst, nine In every ten are 
either Improperly loaded or the charge had partly shifted before 
the trigger was pulled. The fact Is now and always was, that the 
vast majority of accidents arc not caused by bad guns but by bad 
handling of guns, which are good enough for anybody's use.'I 
I assert that any gun, no matter how cheap, which comes from 
a maker of repute, may be relied on for safety and any ordinary 
work. No English or American maker, proud of a good reputa¬ 
tion, would put bis name on an unsafe gun. He could not afford 
It, leaving everything else out of tbe question. 

I admire some of “Recapper’s” views. He is evidently a gen¬ 
tleman of Intelligence and culture, but I fear much theorizing 
has hardened his heart to some things. Thus he says: “1 am uo 
believer in snap-actions for wear and tear, as they are usually 
built; apd, bb I have stated In a former letter, I think the one 
recently patented by J. & W. Tolley and called the ’giant grip’ 
the only one worth a rush for long continued hard service.” 
Now, Capt. Bogardus’ gun Is an ordinary top-snap double bolt; 
be has used it pretty roughly and fired it some forty thousand 
times. He says the gun is as good as ever. This is certainly as 
severe work as most men would give a gun In a life time, and 
demonstrates more forcibly than anything else could that a top- 
snap gun will stand as rough work aud a6 much of it as any other 
kind. The spring may break at long intervals, but another 
spring Is easily procurable. Meanwhile, the gun is as safe with¬ 
out the spring a6 with it —theory to the contrary notimthiitai.A’iiiy. 

A friend of mine this season broke the spring of bis tup-snap 
gun; he went right ahead and used his gun the whole season 
without a spring, pushing the lever back to its place with his 
fingers. Theoretically he should have had his head blown oil a 
dozen times, but not the slightest appearance of the gun open¬ 
ing has occurred. Another friend of mine by rough handling 
broke the single-bolt of his Parker gun. After It happened I 
saw him shoot repeatedly, ^merely holding the barrels in place 
with the fingers of his left hand. Others saw him do tbe same 
thing, and the circumstance was much talked of. Most of us 
considered It very foolhardy, but no accident occurred, nor any 
of those things we are told by some experts must happen when a 
gun is fired when not secured by bolts. AgaiD, a friend of mine, 
Borne years ago, owned one of the old-style Parker guns, which 
he used carelessly, allowing the barrels to drop with their full 
weight every time he opened the guu. As a natural consequence, 
a considerable gap appeared between the ends of barrels and 
breech on account of the wear on the hinge-pin. The fastening 
of the first Parker guns waa very slender at best, and in this case, 
after the rough use it underwent, the catch of the single-bolt was 
the least Imaginable less than the slxteeuth of an inch. Yet the 
gun was used In this condition for two or three years. There 
was no flying open at the breech and whirling round from right 
to left when fired, that some persons write about with such an 
affectation of scientific knowledge—vide B. R. B. in your Issue of 
March 9. 

I could mention other Instances In refutation of some of the 
theoretical nonaence with which we have been nauseated from 
time to time, but the above will suffice. They are quite conclu¬ 
sive to my mind. “Recapper” advises all who cannot afford to 
pay $150 and upwards, to buy American guns. I cannot agree 
that this Is good advice. I have never seen an American gun 
that would compare with an English gun of the same grade, 
whether of the highest or lowest. I do not say that American 
makers cannot make as neatly finished guns as the English. I 
know they do not, and every other sportsman who has given the 
matter the least attention, and Is not wholly blinded by prejudice, 
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knows the same thing. On this point, I challenge successful 
contradiction. Once In s while an American maker hestows ex- 
tra care on some special gun for exhibition and perhaps, produces 
very fine guns, but I am confident that an English maker, bestow¬ 
ing the same eare for the same purpose, would beat It out of sight. 
American guns are, no doubt, as sound in material and will 
fhoot as win as the English, hut they laok that neatness, that 
indescribable something about the latter which Is apparent to the 
most superficial examiner. One looks the work of the P™" Mce 
boy, the'other is the work of the old hand—the expcrienced ar 
tlsan. All unprejudiced persons must admit that this la the 
truth. Our American makers have made great 
past three or four years, and In time, I am confident they will 
tu“n out as nice work as the English; but it will take time. It 
cannot be expected that new hands can do' ™ wel' » 8 
have spent ft lifetime at the business. Shot-gun making In 
America is a new Industry, while In England It has been estab- 
lighed more than a century. 

A prominent American maker, whose guns will compare favor¬ 
ably with any others In this country, said to me: J 1 ® ®"S 11 " 1 ’ 
beat us as badly making shotguns as we do Oiem In making 
rifles.

Abolish Spring Shooting.— Des Moines, Iowa.— Editor Chi- *« 
caao Field: —We hear of a general scarcity of migratory birds in G 
all parts of the Northwest. It is said, “there is no water ar 
“there is too much water,” “the weather is too nice, the 1 
spring has been too pretty,” “they don’t fly this way, ’ add a d« 
hundred other meaningless excuses are offered to explain the c 
fact so universally apparent; hut the real truth is that these birds n 
have been destroyed-killed off. Only a few years ago the entire o. 
Northwest was a vast hatching ground. Indiana, Michigan, o 
Illinois, 'Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska it 
and Dakota teemed with their millions of ducks, geese, brants, sc 
etc., unmolested, but to-day- they are persecuted even unto 
death” in nearly every portion of this entire regioD. Then 
sportsmen were scarce, game plenty; now game is scarce and ^ 

''when I first crossed the Mississippi In 1850, there were less 
than 1,800,000 people in the five great states of Michigan, \\ is- 
eonsin, Illinois, Minnesota and Iowa; now, there are more than 
8,000,000 inhabitants in the same states, and the increase of 
sportsmen has more than kept pace with that of the general pop- 
ulation, to say nothing of f ‘pot-hunters” and market shooters. 
Add to these classes the increased numbers of sportsmen anil 
“shooters” in the stateB south of us, where these birds do not ^ 
breed, aud you will wonder that there is even a mallard left to 
breed or migrate. It is Bafe on the basis of the general popula- 
tlon to assume that the destroying element has been increased 
five-fold, and I believe the actual facts would make It ten-fold, 
while at the same time the producing capacities of these birds has 
suffered a corresponding decrease. These conclusions seem to 
be verified by our daily observations, and some timely effort will 
be required to prevent their extermination. These birds are shot 
at almost daily, from the Gulf of Mexico to Hudson’s Bay. The 
few that now stop In their old haunts within our borders, do so 
at the peril of tbeir lives, and that of their entire broods. This 
is no fancy sketch for sensational purposes, but the plain truth, ^ 
for honest consideration. Then what is the remedy f 

“Half a loaf Is better than no bread,” so hnlf a season s shoot- 
ing is bettor than no Bhootlng at all, and the remedy Is to prevent i 
Spring shooting entirely. Give these birds a chance to multiply 
and rear their young in our respective states In peace. To 
accomplish thiB, however, the eo-operatlon of all the states (In ] 
the great Mississippi Valley at least) must be had. No one 
state can acccompllsh this alone. The time of shooting would 
also be different in the different states north and south, owing to 
their difference in latitude and seasons. 

The finny tribes are deemed worthy of protection during their 
“runs” In the spawning season, and the same good philosophy 
and good judgment would protect these birds in their migratory 
flights to their nesting places, and In the rearing of their 
young. I saw both ducks and gceBe on the 16th of the 
present March, paired off for the performance, of the r 
domestic duties, and If they are not disturbed they will 
raise their young In our own state this ye*r, but If 
they are driven on much further toward the North pole 
their eggs will be dropped on the way, and they will return 
broodlesa to the Gulf next Fall, or possibly fail to wing the 
gauntlet of breech-loaders. I have used the term migratory 
birds” in a general sense for brevity In this article, and do not 
now proprose to go further into the discussion of the subject. I 
hope, however, the facts which I have stated may be carefully 
considered by our sportsmen, and that we may have their com¬ 
ments and conclusions expressed in the Chicago Field.

They are now scatter¬ 
ing Borne, and the main roost Is reported moved Borne two miles 
further north. 


Snipe, or Snipes.—O maha, Neb ,—Editor Chicago Field: In 
casting my mite In favor of the plural snipes, I Utile dreamed of i 
so formidable a champion of bad English as our worthy friend 
"Buckshot.” Enough has been said to satisfy every one that 
tastes differ, and I should not further open my mouth on that 
branch of the subject. But when it Is claimed that the purest 
elements of the great and popular English language and Us 
grammatical structure should be imperilled or sacrificed P r ** ; 
serve a so-called euphony of a name claimed to be of Danish ori¬ 
gin, a higher motive than mere controversy would seem to Jub- i 
tlfy a philological criticism. 

I cheerfully admit the evident research and ingenuity In argu- I 
ment of “Buckshot’s” reply, and whilst I would not Impugn his 
itigeniousnesa, I shall he compelled. In the light of historical , 
facto, to question the existence of bis premises, namely : That the | 
English name for snipe was taken, or derived from, the Danish . 
sueppe If we were left to conjecture Its origin from analogy of | 
sound and orthography, the Dutch snip would claim a hearing. 
But I shall claim it to he pure original Anglo-Saxon, and that It 
has undergone merely a modification in orthography from the 
Anglo-Saxon “snlte” to snipe. Dr. French (English Past and 
Present) tells us that the English language was not merely de¬ 
rived from the Anglo-Saxon, but Is based upon it. The theory 
of its superstructure—all Its distinctive elements, its articula¬ 
tions aud accents—are essentially Anglo-Saxon. Suppose, 
savs Dr. French, “our language to he divided into one hundred 
parts, upon a rough distribution, sixty parts would be Anglo- 
Saxon, thirty Latin, including that which comes trough the 
French, five would be Greek, leaving but five parts, probably too 
large an estimate, to be distributed among all other languages 
from which wc have adopted isolated words.’ Grammatically 
speaking all Its uouns, pronouus, articles, adjectives, adverbs and 
verbs with all their conjugations of person, number and case arc 
essentially Anglo-Saxon. It is for the purpose of being correct, 
and alpo consistent, that we tollow the rule in forming the plural 
of snipe by adding the letter s to the singular, not an unauthor¬ 
ized suffix to destroy the euphony of the word. 

The Angles and Saxons were peculiar people—swarms as we 
may say, from the old Teutonic hive, and uniting formed a re¬ 
markable race—remarkable both in literature and waw, and 
although subject to many defeats In war, and consequently in 
their attempt in Republican form of government, yet their liter¬ 
ature survived and has well uigh conquered the world. 1 am 
aware that authors of English grammars differ In some 
tlal details, and to some extent as to the exceptions to the rule 
for forming plural nouns, perhaps, front a failure to Critically 
examine the root from which the word Iibb been derived, or the 
uses to which it is applied. But they all agree as to the rule. 

Bosworth’s Anglo-Saxon lexicon gives the Anglo-Saxon name 
suite, “so named from Its long bill,” and goeson to show that the 
German schnepfe, Dutch snip, Swedish tmappa ami Danish snsppe 
arc different names applied to the same bird in those tongues. 
The undeniable fact that the Anglo-Saxon as a language anti¬ 
dates the Danish about two hundred years, would seem to pre¬ 
clude the idea that the former was Indebted to the latter for this 
, name. I refer, of course to recognized literature. But If the 
, origin of the Anglo-Saxon name was In doubt, would it not be 
far more natural that they (the Anglo-Saxons) would have taken 
, it from the tongues with which they were more familiar, the

The Game Law of Montana. —As there has been and still 
continues to be a wauton destruction of game In mauy parts of 
the territory, the attention of sportsmen Is called to the law up¬ 
on the subject. All persons should take It upon themselves to 
see that the game and fish laws are rigidly enforced, as otherwise 
It will be but a short time before both will disappear. The law 
says that any person or persons who shall willfully shoot or oth¬ 
erwise kill, or cause to be killed, any grouse, prairie chicken, 
pheasant, fool-ben, partridge or quail, between the Are*, day of 
March and the first day of August of each year; or shall hunt or 
chase with dogs, any elk, deer, antelope, or mountain Bheep, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not less than $50 for each offense com- 
ml'ted; and all persons are hereby prohibited, at all times, from 
killing any of the birds described In this section for specula¬ 
tive purposes, for market, or fot Bale, and any person or persons 
who shall hereafter kill any of the character 
of birds heretofore mentioned, for speculative purposes, 
for market, or for sale, shall be deemed guilty of a 
mlsdeamcauor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined In any 
sum not lees than $50 nor more than $100.— Helena ( Montana ) 
Independent , Jan. 22. •

Section I, ol the German law reads: "Fishing for Bpawn or 
fry, (Hschsamen,) is forbidden.” “No fish are allowed to be 
caught that do not measure from the point of the nose to the tip 
of the tall, as follows: 


On a trip to Germany last Fall, taking out eggs of the Califor¬ 
nia salmon from the United States FiBh Commission to the 
Deutsche Flscherl Voretn, the following notes were picked up 
from conversations with fish culturlsts, scientists, marketmeu 
and fishermen, and Jotted down promiscuously in so mauy places 
In the note book, and mingled with notes of railway travel that 
were often written while the car was in motion as rendered the 
deciphering of the crude notes in two instances Impossible even 
to the writer. He has confidence, however, that in the other 
cases the original meaning is plainly rendered, and that there is 
no error in this direction, and hopes that there has been none in 
the sources from which they were drawn. 

In the Chicago Field of the 9th inst we gave a sketch of 
German fish markets, and promised one on the fishes, from an 
economical and epicurean point of view. 

Some one gave the oft-quoted direction, "Always drink the 
wine of the country," but our rule Is to eat the fish. We eat 
them often as a matter of business, even when almost surfeited 
with them, and other and perhaps more tempting articles are on 
the carte, In order not only to note the quality but also the man¬ 
ner of serving, trusting to make an allowance for that best of all 
sauces, appetite. There are no wordB to express the sensations 
received by the palate so that they can be described and under¬ 
stood by others. Were this possible, how a hungry man could 
feast over "Recollections of the Dinner Table," by 8am Ward, 
if such a book should ever be written! A Frenchman has said, 
“What Is one man's meat 1s another's poison, while translating 
the old English proverb anent the food of one being the bane of 
his fellow, the sum of which culminates In the Latin proverb, 
“Questions of taste are not debatable.” 

Germany has many good Ash, but sadly needs gridirons, for 
with the exception of soles all other fish are boiled aud served 
with sauces. Splitting a fish and laying It on a grille with only 
a seasoning of pepper and salt, and a dressing of butter when 
removed to a plate, with a slice of lemon if preferred, is, we be¬ 
lieve not practiced, if known; yet there are many fish that we 
think are in perfection only In this way, as shad, trout, etc. If 
a German had a shad he would boil it and serve with vinegar! 

The sea fisheries of Germany are not ns productive as formerly, 
or are not worked as extensively. In either case the fact Is that 
of the enormous amount of herrings consumed In the country the 
greater portion are caught by British and Dutch fishermen In 
waters where the Germans have the same rights and privileges. 

The greater part of their coast lies on tbe Baltic, and begin¬ 
ning at Pomerania on the east, the first fishery- of note is in 
Curische Hail, a bay Into which the Memel or Neimeu River 
empties. Here perhaps 2,000 salmon are caught yearly, most of 

which are smoked. . 

In our article on markets, It will be remembered Lhat we no 
tlced the fact that smoked salmon sold for a greater price per 

pound than fresh. ..... , 

Smoked fish of many kinds are extensively used, and the Memel 
salmon, being far from market, are mostly cured before traus 
porting. 

The fisheries of the Baltic are but little worked, mainly owing 
to the poverty of tbe fishermen, their inferior nets and boats 
only permitting them to work tbe bays and In-shorc fisheries, 
All along this coast, from Memel on the east to Schleswig Hol¬ 
stein on the west, this state of things exlst,thougb herrings,cods, 
sturgeons, breams, plaices,skates, etc.,ore more or less plentiful in 
their seasons. 

On the North Sea, the boats are better and they make longer 
trips, but still the fisheries do not supply the country with fish 
for some reason. Companies have been formed and failed, and 
yet England is paidagoodly sum each year for herrings,as well as 
something to Holland for eels. The North Sea boats use trawls for 
bottom fish, as well as herring nets, and often get turbot and soles 
among the flat fishes. 

The only rlyers of importance that empty into this sea are the 
Rhine, the Weser, and the Elbe, all abounding In salmon, which 
are duly protected during the spawning season, except on the 
former. Holland, owning the mouth of the stream, has protested 
against their being taken on the upper waters when spawning, 
which is, to a great extent, regarded in Germany; but when a 
salmon passes the frontier of Switzerland it Is at all times liable 
to capture. In fact, the only time that the Swiss get them, is 
during the spawning season, and yet salmon are plentiful in the 
Rhine. 

By Invitation of Mr. Glazer, of Basil, we accompanied Herr. 
Haack director of the Imperial Establishment of Fish Culture, 
at Hunlngen, up to the quaint old village of Rhinefelden, to see 
one of the salmon nets in operation. 

The fishery Is owned by a company, of which Mr. Glazer Is 
manager. This gentleman Is also exclusive owner of eleven 
others, all worked on the same principle, which, being novel to 
us, seems worthy of a description. This sort of net can only be 
worked in a large, strong eddy, and the Rhine at this point 
tumbles over rocks and rushes from side to side, making a great 
swirl below the bridge, which is considered one of the best spots 
on the upper river for the purpose. 

The net looks to be about fifty feet by twenty, and the fish are 
lifted out of the water in it by means of a great beam heavily 
weighted, and numerous smaller ones attached by cords to differ¬ 
ent parte, so that It raises equaUy. Fishing is only done at night, 
and one man attends to It, sitting in a little hut on a stone pier 
twenty feet above tbe water, for the river is subject to floods, 
holding one hand on a lever, which If sprung quickly, hoists the 
net, and in the other is a stick attached to a strong line, from 
which forty cords diverge to different parts of the net, and by 
which he feels a salmon the moment It Btrlkes the net, as an 
angler feels a bite on a hand line. 

Tbe eddy causes a current near the shore to run up stream, 
and so fills the net with one edge on the bottom, and the other, 
or up-stream side, out of water In position for a salmon going up 
to be caught. The morning that we vlBited it, two salmon of 
about fifteen pounds each, which hod been caught the previous 
night, were in the stream, fastened by a rope to the lower jaw, 
still strong and apparently unharmed. They were not fine ones, 
nor "noble specimens,” for they were lank-sided males, with 
hooked jaws, wad the hectic flush on the sides only seen when In 
the breeding season. The Germans and Swiss call the fish lachs, 
(lox,) and decline to understand what the Dutch call a salmon. 
One of the fishermen Bald: “Wehave never seen a salmon, and 
have to take the lachs while they are here.” 

The German fishery laws contain one excellent provision 
which ours would do well to copy, which Is, that the size of fish 
taken are regulated by law, and all below that standard muBt be 
returned alive to the water. 

Let us have this feature in every state, and in the great lakes, 
or elsewhere, where the United States has Jurisdiction. 

Let us also have fishery laws distinct from game laws In which

We commend this table to the consideration of our Fish Com¬ 
missioners and Legislators. 

Salmon were formerly plenty in tbe Oder, but latterly have de¬ 
creased; the Flscheri Vereln stocked the upper waters of this 
river some six years ago, and the good work has beeu felt In an 
Increased catch for the past two years. ' All the salmon of Ger¬ 
many are the S. solar, or common.-Atlantic salmon, except those 
of the Danube, which are called the hooked salmon, S. hucho. 
This fish Beems more of a river fish than, -other salmon, and is 
only found in streams emptying into the Black 8cu. It runs 
down into the sea at times, but is never found far from shore. 
The Turks and Austrians get more hucho than the Germans, 
still they occasionally get up tbe l6er as far as Munich. This 
fish is said to be os voracious as a pike, and being nou-migratory 
might be desirable for the Mississippi. Its flesh is not salmon- 
colored, but white, and of Its merits as a table fish we cannot 
speak. There are several fish-breeding establishments in the 
country, mostly owned by societies; one at Frieburg In Baden 
formed iu 1865, with a capital of $20,000, is in a flourishing con¬ 
dition ; at Wiesbaden the company are stocking some thirty-five 
lakes and small rivers, which they have leases of; also at.Munich, 
and Hameln on the Weser, are breeding houses and ponds, iu 
addition to the government institution at Hunengeu. Of these 
we may speak at some future time, the limits of this article not 
permitting. 

It must be borne in mind that in no case are these associations 
composed of sportsmen, or In any way connected with angling, 
which Is almost an unknown art in Germany, but they are or¬ 
ganized for speculative purposes only, the same as a rniuing 
company would be; they lease lakeB .and stock them, then the 
fish are marketed and the accounts balanced and profits, if any, 
divided. Some Germans shoot for sport, but as for fishing, they 
would as soon think of cutting wood for sport as doing that. 

How a gentleman laughed once when told that in America 
there were plenty of Ushtng rod6 worth from $10 to $50, and 
that I probably had $300 worth of flue tackle used only in sport, 
and that there were parties that went from New York to Canada 
and New Brunswick to kill salmon at an expense of probably 
forty dollars for every fiBb killed; It seemed perfectly incredible 
to him, and tickled him greatly. 

It seemed like a mild form of lunacy, something like collect¬ 
ing old postage stumps and paying big prices for rare ones. A 
Scottish gentleman now permanently living at Freiburg has iu 
traduced fly fishing, and several of his friends have learned the 
art aud are quite In love with it. 

A card of artificial flies of French make were iu a shop win¬ 
dow in Berlin with printed directions stating which hour iu the 
day they were to be used, and 6Uch tiles 1 Miss McBride never 
made any like them, we don’t believe that she could, but she 
would have smiled. 

That a Frenchman could not keep still long enough to Il6h, 
unless there was a grand promenade where the muBic played, 
and the ladies could observe him, Is highly probable, but "the 
contemplative man’s recreation” seems more suited to the 
thoughtful German. 

The first soles that we ever eat was while enjoying the hospi¬ 
tality of Herr Haack, the well known director of the Uunengen 
fishery, served at a neat little cafe In Basil, Switzerland; and we 
thought then, as now, that for a breakfast fish they are unequaled. 
Uls good lady also served some fine trout with her own hands, 
and a trout needs no introduction in this country—that It was 
fine was a certainty. 


sturgeons or halibuts, and yet It seems as though they must have 
been there, for they are common lu other countries. Personally in¬ 
different to any article of food that has been smoked, we can 
only say that that they looked to be first-class articles, but we 
did find some smoked sprats put up In thin oval wooden boxes, 
holding about four quarts each, that were truly delicious, and 
wish that a box had been brought for further investigation. 
The fish were about three Inches in length, their silvery sides 
just tinged with smoke, showed like burnished metal, and so 
nicely were they cured that they were not dried up, stringy aud 
tough, but soft, moist and delicate. 

Herrings are sometimes put up in vinegar, bay leaves, salt aud 
spices, and eaten as a relish, mem.—a little “queer" at first, but 
improve on acquaintance—the final verdict was "a good appetizer, 
especially at sea.” Fresh water crawfish, Aetacus Jluviatilis, are 
extensively eaten; we learned to eat them on a former trip to 
Germany; the smaller ones are used in soup and to garnish 
other dishes with, especially salads made of the larger ones. 
This animal is not well known sb a table article In America, the 
only place where mauy are sold being in Fulton market, and the 
purchasers mostly Germans. Much good food Is wasted in 
America through Ignorance of its merits occasioned by an indis¬ 
position to try auy unusual article, or by having heard sonic one 
say that the thing in question was not fit for food. 

There are many fish, birds and animals of which it is said 
"they are not good to eat;’’ that If the reader is curious iu these 
matters he will find it hard to discover any person who has tried 
them and therefore is qualified to speak on the subject. 

The small Russian sturgeon called the sterlet, Acipenser rath- 
enue, from which the finest caviare Is made, has recently been 
transported from the Volga to Berlin, by Mr. Linderherg, a fish 
dealer for his private streams. Some eight years ago a lot of 
young ones, fry In fact, were introduced into the waters of Sutb- 
erlandshire, Scotland, but of their success or failure we have never 
learned. 


Fishers at War. 

The act recently passed by the Richmond County (N. J.) 
Board of Supervisors for the preservation of Hah in the Staten 
Island waters appears likely to lead to trouble between the 
Staten Island fishermen and members of tbe New York Excel¬ 
sior Fishing Club, through whose influence it Is alleged to have 
been passed. Tbe fishermen claim that as they are compelled to 
use fykes with meshes of four and a half inches, which will not 
catch any Spring or Fall bass, and to be cast not more than 110 
feet from low water mark, they are deprived of their means of 
livelihood, and fishing Is practically abolished except to anglers. 
The members of tbe club proclaim their intention to arrest every 
oue that violates this law, and the fishermen, on the other hand, 
declare that if the members of the club angle on Sunday, as they 
have been in the habit of doing, they In turn will cause their 
arrest. 

A petition of thirty-four Staten Island fishermen calling for 
the abrogation of the law was presented to the Board of Super¬ 
visors, and that body passed a resolution, which was fowarded to 
the legislature, that in their judgment the law was an arbitrary 
and oppressive one and ought to be repealed. The fishermen 
say that the present law totally deprives them of their means of 
livelihood. 

The New York Herald next day published the following, which 
gives the other side of the question, headed: 

THE SPORTING SIDE OF IT. 

New Yoiik, March 18, 1878. 

To the Editor or the Herald: 

A paragraph lu your journal states that "the act recently passed by 
the Richmond County Board of Supervisors Tor the preservation of fish 
in fitaten Island waters, is likely to lead to trouble between Staten 
Island fishermen and the members of the Excelsior Fishing Club, 
through whose Influence it is alleged to have been passed." This act 
was passed for tbe purpose of protecting fish in their spawning habits, 
and not in the interest of any club or class of men, and makes only 
the discrimination against the too free use of uets, which has been 
found necessary elsewhere. The law limiting the size of the mesh to 
four aud a half inches 1 b not a recent enactment, but was passed by tbe 
legislature four years ago, aud applies to the waters of the Hudsou 
River aud Staten Island, and was designed to preserve tbe various 
breeds of fish from extirpation.

This idea we unhesitatingly de- 
nounce as narrow minded, selfish and utterly destructive to the u 
very purpose for which bench shows and public competitions of ~- 
all kinds are gotten up. No matter wbat the exhibition may be. 

Its prizes are intended to stimulate tbe Investment of capital and 
the exercise of talent in the production of the best specimens of 
the animals or things exhibited. Our turf and stock associations, * 
our agricultural and horticultural exhibitions, all have this one * 
object In view, and so too have our bench shows. And now let 
us ask, who of all the exhibitors at such meetings do tbe moBt to 
promote tbe end in view i They are the large breeders or the 
extensive cultivators, the men who display the largest number of 
tbe best products. Who are the men who form the back bone of 
every one of these associations I They are those who having the 
most capital invested, naturally devote the most time and the 
most study to the development of the theories for which they are 
associated. No breeder of a single animal, no grower of a single 
specimen Is excluded from competition. Nor does the paucity 
of bis display form any barrier to his winning tbe highest prize, 
provided his product displays the highest quality, but the men 
whose Influence is recognized and whoBe opinions are accepted by 
the public at large, are those Individuals who are known to be 
most largely and consequently most keenly Interested In achiev¬ 
ing the desired end. A single fine specimen of any variety may 
be the result of a lucky stroke, and not of preconceived and care¬ 
fully developed theory; but the repeated display of superior speci¬ 
mens, proves the Intrinsic value of tbe parent stock and the 
brains that control and direct its operations. The one may be 
worthy of a prize, but it Is open to the suspicion of chance, whUe 
the other gives Indubitable evidences of lta reliability as a stand¬ 
ard upon which the public may depend, and os such Is entitled to 
far greater confidence. ..... . . .. 

So far from bench shows coming to grief If abandoned to the 
few large breeders, their death knell will be rung the moment 
those breeders are alienated from the exhibitions. No man will 
put hlB mouey Into anything and maintain It upon an extensive 
and expensive scale unless it pays him in some way. The men 
who own large kennels are no more to be condemned for striving 
to make money out of thoee kennels.than is a stock breeder for 
raising stock for the market. It Is from those large kennels that 
by far the greater number of fine dogs, scattered all over the 
■ country have emanated, and It 1s from large kennels that the 
chief supply of the future demand must come. So long as large 
! breeders are recognized as heretofore, they will have the same 
Incentives to continue their efforts; bat once place them In a 
position of Inferiority to men who are not breeders, in the true 
sense of the word, and they will qnlckly discontinue exhibiting, 
j Managers of shows know, If the journal’s correspondents do not, 
that the attraction which draws the public Is the presence of the 
t large, Doted kennels, and that If these were absent the returns 
1 - from the ticket sales would dwindle Into insignificance, and all 
it men know that when any exhibition ceases to pay Its way, It 
quickly falls Into disfavor. Make the Interest* of large breeders 
d secondary to thoee of small breeders, and the day Is, indeed, not 
e far distant when bench shows will come to grief. 

„ The issue of such theories proves either the selfish feeling or 
8 the shallow and superficial thought which tbelr authors have 
, v given to tbe subject. If large breeders are unduly favored, If 
3 their dogs win awards through favoritism, the lynx-eyed and lm- 
, e partial public will speedily discover the fact and the winners will 
tj_ become loeere In popular esteem. That euch le not yet the case, 
lo is proved by the reputation which large breeders still enjoy, and 
the conclusion, therefore, not unwarranted, that such writers 
would gladly dispose of the large breeders that their own dogB 
may have a chance to win prizes they can never hope to win eo 
long as the better animals of thoee large breeders are shown 
ty against them. __

Why tub Kennel Register is Delayed. —Hillsdale, Mich. 
Editor Chicago Field:— Permit me to offer through your columns, 
the following explanation as to the delay In Issuing the Kennel 
Register: When I received the lists which had been published 
In the sporting papers, I found, on inspection, that nearly three 
hundred ot the pedigrees reported did not specify whether the dogs 
were pointers, or English, Irish or Gordon setters, and It was ac¬ 
cordingly impossible to divide these Into their respective classes. 
To throw out bo many pedigrees would Injure the register, and 
to enter them at hap hazard would destroy Its accuracy, so that 
the only course open, lay in communicating with the owners. 
This was rendered very difficult, as neither strut nor postofflee box 
' numbers were given in the addresses, and after trying repeatedly to 
reach the parties, I was, In most caseB, compelled to apply to ac¬ 
quaintances to hnnt up their addresses for me. As may be sup¬ 
posed, this was a labor requiring time and extensive correspond- 
’ ence' In fact, It bas taken over seven hundred letters to get in 
these corrected reports, and In some cases I have failed altogether 
i Another trouble arose from the fact that a number of dogs were 
entered under names which might be either masculine or feral- 
’ nine, and no sex was stated. These too, bad to be hunted up. 
r Still another cause for delay was met with In the vast number 
of duplicated pedigrees ; a great many being entered In both Forest 
; and Stream and Chicago Field, and yet sent again to me when 
I notice that I was compiling the. volume was given. When it Is 
stated that the volume will contain nearly thirteen hundred pedi 
’ grees, and that to enter these alphabetically in their proper 
classes, give the prizes won by the different dogs, and refer by 
, numbers to the entries of their sires and dams, this entire list 
l muB t be gone over four tlmeB.

huntsmen as well as lookers on, for 
the north turnpike, leading to Jericho, at 
enabled the carriage folks to see most of the ^ 
run. For a while the hounds whirled to the 
northward, after twenty minutes had expired, b 
the scent in consequence, growiug cold, bat - 
they soon rectified their mistake, and then 
again flashing on the easterly line, they made up 
for lost time by going over the ground very fust. 
The turnpike was reached after an almost 
insurmountable barrier bad been met and 
vanquished, when up the road at a rattling gal- 
lop, hoirnds and huntsmen shot like a bullet, 
the thud of the horses sounding on the hard 
errth like a squad of cavalry. Two minutes 
along the turnpike sufficed, and the bounda 
twisting northeast, fields were found and many 
jumps with them. By this sharp work, about J 
one-half of the riders were thrown out, and they c 
had but little pleasure the balance of the after- J 
noon. Some jumps of the many that were 
made by the successful followers over the farm j 
laode were close together, and it required a j 
quick eye and a horse thatcould jump big to do j 
the work cleanly and without bringing Its rider 
to grief. The railroad track was crossed in the 
northeasterly course, and the village of Weet- 
bury skirted by the huntsmen, many of the peo¬ 
ple mounttog fences to obtain a better view of 
the ‘‘red coats.” 

A mile beyond the railroad track, the hounds 
whirled to the eastward, and then half a mile 
further on, to the southeast, the country became 
slightly billy, but It contained fences that were 
only able to be taken by four or five of the 
huntsmen. A cracking gallop soon brought 
those near the pack agaiu across the railroad 
track, when, with a merry spiu down a lane and 
into the Jericho turnpike, the scent led the 
hounds out on Hempstead Plains. Here the 
fox, a big gray fellow, was raced to view, and 
the excitement waa of the keenest nature. The 
pace grew faster, and the day’s sport was then 
soon to end. For a while Reynard ran In the 
direction of the kennel, at Meadow Brook, but 
coming to the conclusion, doubtless, that over 
In that neighborhood was the poorest place in 
the world to find safe refuge, he bounded oft In 
a southwesterly direction, where, for a time, he 
seemed to have a chance to save his brush, but, 
as it turned out, It was of no avail, as at a point 
on the plains one mile and a halt northeast of 
Garden City his career was abruptly checked, 
and his death occurred. But half of the field 
were up at the finish. 

The run was one of the best of the Spring 
meeta, and all jogged home with a feeling of 
thankfulness. 


A Good Run With the Pytchley.—A cor- , 
respondent in our English exchange, the Sport¬ 
ing Gaulle, gives the followiug account of a 
clipping run: “They met the first time this 
season at Brtgstock, where are the kennels of 
the much-despised Pytchley woodland country. 
After looking over a capital lot of young hounds 
In the kennels they drew Cherry Lap, one of 
Lord Lyndon's covers; found, and the fox at 
once put his head for hie far distant homes. 
Disdaining to enter them he passed by Lady 
Souther and Ox Woods, then passlDg through 
Bullock Wood he faced the valley of the Nene. 
He crossed that river Into the Fltzwilliam coun¬ 
try near the town of Trapstone, some of the 
field crossing by a plank bridge, the rest going 
through the town. He now went up to Tich- 
marsh and rested himself by taking refuge In 
the Ivy on the roof of a house. This of course 
caused a check, but on his being dislodged con¬ 
tinued his course, the hounde getting away on 
good terms with him, after which they dropped 
again to hunting pace, but went traveling on 
and on further into a country unknown to 
nearly all the field. I understand they passed 
by Mariner’s Gorse, Salmon Wood, to near Bos- 
tock, bIx miles from Huntingdon, then by Homcr- 
ton, on to Gidding, and then on to Sawtry, 
where be apparently crept Into some farm build¬ 
ings, from which be could not be dislodged, the 
field finding themselves In full view of the fens. 
It was a matter of great regret that they could 
not kill their fox, as they richly deserved him. 
The steady and beautiful hunting of the hounds 
and the perseverance of Goodall were much ad¬ 


mired. I understand they onlyjpassed through 
one cover where they might have changed, and 
the general opinion waa that they did not. 1 
cannot give you distance, but they found at a 
quarter to twelve and finished at half past three, 
and as the pace was never slovxr than a sharp 
trot the distance mast have been great.”
